Tears Course Down 
| Cheeks in Courtroom as 
Living Daughter Sobs 
Out Tribute to Parent. 


VIVIDLY DESCRIBES 
SISTER’S AFFLICTION 


‘State Rests After Intro- 
ducing Only Six Wit- 
nesses — Court Refuses 
To Direct Verdict. 


Littleton, Col., November 7.—(4)— 
Tears streamed from the eyes of 
jurors, witnesses and spectators to- 
day as Mrs. Frances Bishop, daughter 
of Dr. Harold Elmer Blazer, on trial 
for the murder of his 34-year-old 
daughter, Hazel, told in sob-racked 
tones the tale of “untold devotion” 
her father poured on the “human 
husk,” which the defense holds he 
slew through insanity and “humani- 
tarian impulse.” 

The aged defendant broke into sobs 
frequently as the daughter testified, 
upholding her father’s act in taking 
the life, of his first born and her own 
sister. Half the jurors wiped their 
eyes and scores of spectators wept 
while she described the father’s love 
and the helplessness of the ‘child 
woman.” | 

Hazel Utterly Helpless. 

“She was utterly helpless,* de- 
clared the witness, whose appearance 
on behalf of her father became possi- 
ble swhe# the state rested its case. 

“Her body was terribly twisted. 
She could not walk. could not feed 
herself and was not able é¢ven to brush 
a fly from her face. The noises she 
made were animal like and frightened 
strangers.

‘The police assert that they have 
obtained a confession from Tito Zani- 
boni, who they say was to have shot 
Mussolini, and although Zaniboni 
seeks to take entire responsibility to 
the huge conspiracy, arrests are be- 
ing made in most of the larger cities 
of Italy. 

Fifty persons, including the com- 
munist deputy, Capocchi, have been 
seibed by the polfee at Leghorn, in 
connection with the plot, and at 
Naples a brother of General Luigi 
Capello, held with Zaniboni as one of 
the leaders, was taken into custody. 

Fascist soldiers raided the Uni- 
tarian daily newspaper, Lavoro, and 
after formally occupying the plant, 
arrested Giovanni Ansaldo, Lavoro’s 
editor, Commander Acquarone, a 
prominent Mason, and eight others. 
Thirty others are held on suspicion at 
Genoa, but have not been formally 
arrested. 

A second general and a Unitarian 
socialist deputy are reported to be 
held in Turin, but this report is not 
confirmed. 

Although Zaniboni contends that he 
had no accomplices, the police insist 
that it was not his brain alone which 
planned the ambitious blow at the 
powerful fascist system.

Murder Cases 
In 1925 Break 
Fulton Record

Painleve’s plan for raising 8,500,000,- 
000 francs to provide for France’s 
debts and restore her finances met 
with a serious setback today almost 
as soon as the details of the plan 
were made known. , 

M..FPainleve had asked that the 
bills be taken up Monday and hur- 
ried through the chamber and senate 
before the end of the week. The so- 
cialists and radicals, however, found 
that their provisions resembled so lit- 
tle the capital levy which is an es- 
sential part of the socialist program, 
that they would be obliged to reject 
the bills unless considerably changed 

Committee Gets Plan. | 

The premier’s plan was handed te 
the finance committee of the chamiber 
today. It is based on the establish- 
mezt of a sinking fund comprising 
about six billion francs in new taxes 
and resources already in the budget 
for the payment of interest on the 
floating debt of about 2,500,000,00¢ 
francs. 

This total amount of 8,500,000,000 
francs would be raised annually for 
14 years and be administered by a 
special amortization commission com- 
posed of two senators, two deputies, 
the governor of the Bank of France 
and other high government officials. 

Tax Based on Income. 

The plan generally is regarded as a 
simple rearrangement of M. Cail- 
laux’ projects, with the substitution 
of “special contributions” from prop- 
erty owners, based on incomes and 
profits for the preceding finance min- 
ister’s proposed increase of the in- 
heritance taxes. 

The socialists consequently gave it 
a cold reception, declaring that it fell 
far short of the capital levy they in- 
sist upon. 

M. Painleve proposed also a gen- 
eral poll tax of 20 francs yearly on 
all French men and all foreigners 
residing habitually in France. He 
declared in presenting the bills that 
they would provide a safe sinking 
fund for debts, while leaving the 
general budget with a surplus of sey- 
eral million.

Trouble preceding the fight origi- 
nated when three negroes, two with 
bricks in their hands, and another 
apparently holding a revolver, halted 
Officer Williams as he passed out aft- 
er searching the restaurant for liquor

victed and sentenced for violations of 
the narcotic act. 
Spasms cf Hysteria. 

Mr. Middlebrooks remarked that the 
general public is not aware of real 
conditions in the dope peddling in- 
dustry, and that as a result of this 
lack of information, there have been 
spasms of hysteria which have mag- 
nified the dope evil. 

Discussing reports that the use of 
morphine and cocaine is being spread 
among children through “snow par- 


ties” given by dope peddlers, he said 
that as a general rule, such parties 
are myths. 

“People have strange ideas of just 
what dope is,’’ Mr. Middlebrooks said. 
‘For instance, while morphine is one 
of the bitterest drugs known, and’ is 
extremely nauseating, I have found 
persons who imagined that it was 
sweet and could be fed to children in 
candy. Such a thing would be prac- 
tically impossible, for the child would 
throw the candy away at the first 
bitter bite and in addition would prob- 
ably become very sick for a while.” 

Most morphine addicts, he said, be- 
come such through “hitting the pipe,’’ 
or smoking opium. “A very large 
percentage of addicts to morphine 
were made in that way,” he declared. 
“For morphine is more powerful than 
opium, and they try it for a new 
‘kick’ or thrill. And in the case of 
opium,” he said, “the scent is go 
strong that if opium is smoked in a 
room, the odor lingers for about a 
month.” 


Pipes Are Confiscated. 


One of the principal items in the 
lessening of the opium traffic*is that 
whenever a capture is made the pipes 
are confiscated. This means that new 
pipes must be secured at great ex- 
pebse by the addicts if they are to 
} continue the smoking, as the pipes are 
costly, and are good only when they 
have been smoked for years and lave 
a thick caking of burnt opium in the 
- bowl. 

' YLarge seizures of smuggled narcot- 
ics have been responsible . to a large 
degree for reducing the dope consump- 
tion in America, he said, for the gov- 
ernment has a very efficient system 
for the prevention of narcotic smug- 
gling, and has been making many suc- 
cessful raids. 

Heroin addiction has _ practically 
been stamped out, Mr. Middlebrooks 
said, chiefly because of the high cost 
of the drug and the lack of success 
the heroin smugglers have met with. 
This. is the most dangerous of drugs, 
having the most powerful effect of 
any narcotic. 

“Coke sniffing,’”’ or the use of co- 
caine, is one of the most popular prac- 
tices of. drug addicts, but this, too, is 
gradually coming under the effects of 
the government ban, he declared.

The affirmative side conterded that 
Russia should be recognized because 
the present government, which is 
eight years old, is stable and that it 
is on a sound financial basis. The 
negative side contended that the gov- 
ernment of Russia is not stahle and, 
therefore, should not be recognized. 
I€ was also pointed out that Russia 
had sought to foment a world revoli- 
tion, and that no war-inclined nation 
should be recognized by peace: loving 
countries.

He was 
chancellor of the diocese of _Indian- 
apolis under the late Bishop Francis 
Silas Chatard for 21 years and be- 
came its vicar general on March 13S, 
1899, continuing actively his pastoral 
duties in addition.

HUPP EIGHT BEATS 
FASTEST TRAIN'S TIME 


James J. Williams, of Rochester, N. 
Y., set what is believed to be a new 
motor car speed and endurance record 
when he piloted a Hupmobile eight 
standard stock touring car from that 
city to Miami, Fia., 1,686 miles, in 
37 1-2 hours elapsed Griving time. This 
is an average of 44.96 miles an hour. 

The record eclipses that of the fast- 
est limited trains from any point 
along the North Atlantic coast to 
Miami by several hours. Hight states 
and the District of Columbia : were 
traversed. ‘The run necessitated pass-

The run was the second record-

“All hail children’s book week! 
Here is a chance for each individual 
member of the P.-T. A. to do a splen- 
did bit of work with her own chil- 
dren, which will spread a good in- 
fluence everywhere. f 

“Just as we learned that pennies 
make the dollars in our thrift week 
and that the individual votes of the 
good people make good government in 
our citizenship week, so this week we 
learn that every individual who gives 
an good book to some boy or girl is 
helping to build the nation’s first line 
of defense against weakness from 
within. 

“William Bigelow, editor of one of 
our leading magazines, quotes Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, president of 
Columbia university, as saying: ‘Guid- 
ance in the right use of leisure is 
vastly more important than vocational 
guidance.’ He made the statement, 
based on statistics, that 64 per cent 
of our school children never get be- 
yond the eighth grade, amd adds: ‘A 
democracy cannot continue indefinitely 
to be suecessful if more than, a ma- 
jority of the people are but half edu- 
cated. If all our people could be in- 
duced to read, if only for pleasure and 
with never a thought of self-improve- 
ment. the leaven of understanding 
would inevitable raise the level of 
our national life.” , 

“Last year 4,400 communities cele- 
brated book week. It was originated 
six years ago to stimulate interest in 
boys’ and girls’ reading. Throughout 
the year it inspires a growing con- 
sciousness of the importance of chil- 
dren’s books, of their influence in 
character development and in the 
building of citizenship and of the'con- 
tribution they can make to the hap-

“Anne C. Moore, of the New York 
public library, asserts: ‘AH éhe best 
teaching is done unconsciously.

Mr. Hoover’s review took in the 
banking situation, and noted the in- 
vestment abroad.by Americans during 
the year ending -June 30, 1 74, of 


$1,382,000,000 and the net gold export 


from the country of $115,000,000 as 
further contributions to general sta- 
bility. 

“The greatest volume of construc- 
tion operations on record,” was also 
roceeding internally in the United 
States, representing an investment for 


the year of $6,000,000,000, and the 


secretary noted the results as “for the 


the most part well calculated to meet 
the permanent and growing needs of 
the nation.”

COTTON GOODS PRIGES 
RECOVER. STRENGTH 


New York, November 7.—After a 
sharp decline in the gray cloth di- 
} vision the cotton goods markets be- 
came steadier this week when raw 
cotton recovered from the low points 
of a week ago. Business has been of a 
filling-in character, as mills. were un- 
willing to see ahead at the low prices 
quoted for unfinished lines and buyers 
would not. bid higher. Prices on fin- 
ished lines have held -fairly steady, as 
there has been no inducement to re- 
vise prices for later spring business 
while there are many undelivered or- 
ders to meet. 


During the week the southern power 
companies gave notice that. mills might 
}run another half day weekly, as some 
progress has been made toward filling 
up streams and power channels. Pro- 
duction has been steadily increasing. 
The heavy goods end of the industry 
is well oceupied for the next 30 to 60 
days and many contracts are on the 
books carrying well into next year. 


Percales and specialty a goods 
are sold ahead to the end of the vear. 
Bleached cottons are quiet. With 
leading lines of sheets and pillow- 


cases sold ahead for some weeks there 
has been little new trading. Cotton 
-blanket lines are being opened for 
next fall at concessions from last sea- 
son’s prices.. Wide flannellettes are 
well sold. Rayon mixtures are still 
active. Yarn markets have undergone 
a dewnward revision and more busi- 
ness is being: done with knitters. 
Heavy knit underwear is closely sold 
ahead. ; '

75 per cent of a satisfactory or “nor- 
mal” crop, a normal crop being ac- 
cording to the department a_ crop 
“containing all the elements of per- 
ectness.”’ 

As a matter of fact. the correspond- 
ent usually has his own idea of what 
a normal crop is and his figure is 
based on that theoretical standard. 
Now suppose similar estimates of con- 
dition to be received from many thou- 
sands of other persons and averaged 
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to foreshadow probabilities in con- 
nection with prices, production, distri- 
bution and exchange. 

Today we have an infinite variety 
of such forecasts, but among the old- 
est and most firmly established of 
them ‘all is that which the govern- 
ment its:lf sanctions and issues in 
connection with our agricultural prod- 
ucts. Moreover, in this government 
system of forecasting, the most con- 
. spicuous place is occupied by a single 
' product—cotton—which by its condi- 
tions of production and its relatively 
high value in small compass, as well 
as by the commanding position which 
the United States holds in the cotton 
world, is of unusual importance to the 
country as a current asset. 

System Is Questioned. 

Although in years past, the govern- 
meut reports on cotton have often 
been called in question, dissatisfac- 
tion with them has perhaps never been 
so acute as it is today, nor has it 
originated in quarters of such undoubt- 
ed influence and authenticity as those 
which today are giving rise to com- 


plaint directed against the system it- 
self. Within the past two months, 
a variety of experts, both foreign and 
domestic, have attacked both the per- 
sonnel which is engaged in cotton re- 
rting, the statistical methods em- 
ployed, and the accuracy of the results 
announced to the world. 

Cotton manufacturers in convention 
assembled have transmitted protests 
against the entire system of reporting 
and have asked that it should be 
abolished. As usual, they have been 
sharply taken to task by agricultural 
interests which have retorted that the 
complaint of the manufacturers is due 
to their desire to see quotations lower 
in the market, whereas the department 
of agriculture is supposed to be work- 
ing in the interest of the farmer. And 
yet, singularly enough, just at the 
time that such criticisms are being 
made, the department of agriculture 
has been violently attacked by south- 
ern interests which complain that its 
figures have been altogether too high, 
and that ite work has resulted in giv- 
ing to the farmer a good deal less 
income than he ought to have had. 

Basis of Controversy. . 

_ . Just what is the basis of this con- 

troversy? The manufacturers and— 
wo far their opinion gets a hearing— 
the speculative community, argue that 
the government ought not to give out 
“guesses” on the crops or anything 
else, but that it ought to give out 
facts and facts only. In other words, 
the critics assert that they have noth- 
» ing to say, so long as the government 
promulgates only ascertained knowl- 
edge on any subject, and that what 
they object to is merely the publica- 
tion of inferences. 

Of course this at once raises the 
‘question: Exactly what is it that the 
department of agriculture ascertains 
and how does it get the data? That 
question should be definitely answered 
in the mind of every observer, 
whether farmer, speculator or manu- 
facturer, since only on such a bagis 
is he able to make a fair estimate of 
the department's work. 

_ The annual returns of the depart- 
» ment of agriculture are furnished by 
the crop reporting board of that de- 
partment, and include the following 
elements: (1) An annual figure, pub- 
ished in June and designed to show

—it may be that the final figure will 
be 72.8 per cent. What does this 
men? It has no meaning to the aver- 
age mind until translated into terms 
of bales of cotton. 

In order to give it a meaning, there- 
fore, it is necessary to convert it toa 
basis of “forecast.” Here two other 
elements enter into the situation. The 
first is acreage. If the number of 
acres planted this year is, say 36,000,- 
000 as ascertained in the spring, and 
if last year it was, say, 32,000,000, 
evidently a “normal crop” on 36,000,- 
000 acres will be something very dif- 
ferent from a normal crop on 32,000,- 
000 acres—greater by one-eighth in 


fact. 
Estimated Bale Yield. 

The second factor which must like- 
wise be taken into account is the esti- 
mated bale yield per acre. This latter 
can he obtained only throught figures 
based upon past experience—the so- 
called “pars” which the department 
uses. If, for example, an average yield 
over the past five years is 150 pounds 
per acre, and if this year’s figures for 
acreage show 36,000,000 acres,, evi- 
dently the product of these two fig- 
ures would give the total yield pro- 
vided the “condition” were the same 
as that which on the average furnish- 
ed the average yield per acre. 

When, therefore, the correspond- 
ents report the condition of 72.8 per 
cent already taken as an example in 
our hypothesis, it is easy enough to 
apply this to the theoretical yield 
which would be obtained with the 
acreage and par already assumed, and 
from that to forecast the crop yield 
Of course, the sources

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of error in any such proceeding r.- 
manifold, and the only justification 
that could be found for putting for- 
ward any such figure is the belief that 
errors on the part of the various re- 
porters or correspondents tend‘to off- 
set one another. But there still re-

ment coincided with real facts? As 
to the first question the answer must 
be unqualified]; in the negative. From 
time to time, grave scandals .have de- 
veloped affecting the personal honesty 
or competency of men in the govern- 
ment service. Same years ago it was 
necessary to clear out the crop rt- 
ing bureau completely, because of the 
collusion which had developed there 
between officials and speculators on 
the outside. | 
Occasionally, since that period, dras- 
tic changes in personnel either in di- 
rect connection with crop reporting or 
in connection with the weather serv- 
ice, dr elsewhere, have been necessary. 
And yet no human. institution is per- 
fect. If these errors were merely 
sporadic, they could be perhaps over- 
looked, for the sake of the benefit to 
be derived from the system itself. But 
how has the actual reporting result 
compared with the facts in the case? 
Fortunately, this question can be an- 
swered with very substantial accuracy 
because of the elaborate statistics on 
ginning and consumption of cotton 
which make possible a check after the 
close of the season. In the following 
table an effort is made to show briefly 
some comparative figures designed to 
test the work of'the department:

Very little analysis of these figures 
is called for. It takes but a casual 
scrutiny of them to show that the de- 
partment has been frequently wide of 
the mark by amounts running as high 
as 20 to 25% of the eventual crop.

its closing figure for the 
year, when it has the advantage of 
statistics for cotton ginning which 
have taken in a large percentage of 
the crop, it is often well out in its 
reckoning. ‘The accompanying graph 
shows that it has been no better than 
private reporters. If its returas are to 
be taken on their face value few 
business houses would ever be willing 
to sustain a service which could not 
get nearer to the facts than the de- 
partment of agriculture has done— 
whether as a result of incompetency 
or the innate difficulty of.the prob- 
lem is a secondary question. 
Reliance of Market. 

But, say the inquirer, is not this 
the only reliance of the market? Is 
it not the only source of information 
as to yields? Not at all! There are 
in existence at least a dozen private 
crop reports prepared by much the 
same methods that are employed by 
the department of agriculture. Their 
average figures over a series of years 
are decidedly closer to the real yield 
than is the department’s. The danger 
that they may be sophisticated or dis- 
honestly “doctored” is present always 
just as it is in the case of the gov- 
ernment’s own figures. 

But the effect of such doctoring is 
vastly less upon current prices than 
is a similar error in the case of the 
government’s own figures—such is the 
prestige of government authority. Un- 
questionably, ‘however, the government 
should never throw the farmer into a 
position in which he has to depend for 
his opinion about the crop upon some 
speculater or speculative market. But 
at the present time the farmer is 
represented by numerous strong, vigor- 
ous and well equipped eooperative as- 
sociations, some of which already make 
their own estimates, while all could 
readily ¢o so with a very moderate 
amount of expense. 


Should Give Facts. 

What may reasonably be expected 
is that the government shall enable 
every man to be his own crop esti- 
mater. To that end it should con- 
tinue to publish the numerous series 
of facts relating to weather, ginning, 
acreage, and a variety of other mat- 
ters which it already puts out, and 
it should endeavor to make them even 
more inclusive and earlier than here- 
tofore. . 

It should get its acreage by a meth- 
od as near approaching to census ac- 
curacy as is possible, and it should 
get its abandoned acreage in the same 
way, and much earlier, than at pres- 
ent. It might well increase the scope 
and detail of its weather teports. 

If to these facts it should then add 
some reliable measure of insect infes- 
tation, designed to afford a basis of 
knowledge as to the percentage of dam- 
age inflicted by the boll weevil and in 
other similar ways, it would ‘still fur- 
ther improve the character of the 
service it was rendering to the com- 
munity. -Most of the facts so fur- 
nished would be (as_ those which are

Some Correctives. 

There are, obviously, some correc- | 
tives that may be applied to the pro-.

4. Estimates of yield per acre based 
on reports as to the probable average 
yield per acre applied to acreage, after 
allowing for average abandonment, ex- 
cept in those states, such as Texas, 
where the abandonment was known 
to be considerably more than average, 
and Oklahoma, where it was kaown to 
be less than average. 

5. Estimates of actual bales ginned 
and to be ginned, in all important 
cotton counties, reported by key re- 
porters, many of whom were leading 
farmers, country bankers and ginners. 

i. Reports from agricultural statis- 
ticians, based on personal field obser- 
vations and travel. In most of the 
states the returns from various sources 
were in reasonably close accord, so at 
least it is stated by the representa- 
tives of the department. 

But, in looking over this account 
of method, the careful reader will, of 
course, bear in mind that there is 
nothing there which in any way sup- 
plies the lack of absolute fact data as 
to acreage abandoned, or which does 
more than give a theoretical basis for 
the socalled “‘par” figure which is used 
in computing the forecast. So the 
question recurs: Ought the govern- 


which contain so many possibilities 
of error and probably-so far off from 
the truth at the time they are given 
out—which, therefore, so profounding 
affect the property rights of a great 
number of people’ 

Practical men‘ will usually answer 
this question by submitting it to the 
test of facts and experience. They will 
say that if in fact the government has 
succeeded in coming very close to the 
figures and is better or more accurate 
than private persons it ought to go on 
doing the work, and if not, it should 
discontinue. 

So the real decision comes down to 
the question: Has the department al- 
ways told the truth as it saw it and

now supplied are today) susceptible 
of “‘checking up” by outsiders. 

Every man could then become his 
own crop estimater and forecaster 
upon a reasonably assured basis, if he 
chose to do so, and doubtless would do 
so if at any time he became doubtful 
or suspicious of the estimutes already 
placed at his disposal by existing 
agencies. The government could not 
be impugned for anything it did in 
that case, save for obvious false re- 
ports as to facts, which would be few 
and easily corrected. 

Why should we not put.our cotton 
and other crop reports on this busi- 
ness basis and thereby eliminate the 
unfairness .which grows out of the 
present method of government guess- 
ing? As it stands, government re- 
ports are of no benefit to anybody but 
the more reckless speculator or to the 
“operator” who has obtained, as some 
have from time to time, “inside knowl- 
edge” of what is going on at Wash- 
ington.

During recent years several of the 
progressive states have authorized the 
issue by corporations of common stock 
with no par value. This means; only 
that when a subscriber to the stock, 
ot a new. corporation pays his sub- 
scription the negotiable receipt (other- 


wise known as stock certificate) is- 
sued to him states that he is the own- 
er of one or more shares of a total 
issue of so many shares of ihe com- 
mon stock of the corporation, witasout 
stating in the certificate how many 
dollars were, paid or what 2 share 
Was supposed to be worth af that 
time. If the corporation issued 1,000 
shares and his certificate states that 
he owns 100 shares, he is the cwner 
of one-tenth of the net asseis what- 
ever they may be. 

A holder of a certificate of stock, 
whether he be an original subscriber 
or subsequent purchaser, cannot de- 
mand that the corporation return to 
him the amount paid for his stocx. He 
is entitled to receive hjg pro-rata of 


tion is liquidated he will receive his 
pro-rata—it may be less and it may 
be more than was paid - originally. 
The corporation is under-no obliga- 
tion to pay to him anything except his 
pro-rata, either of earnings or in the 
distribution of assets. 

Therefore, to attempt to express the 
value of a share of common stock fa 
the face of a certificate, is without 
meaning, but it may be misleading. 

The value of a sure of comnion 
steck in a corporation is its pro-rata 
of the corporation's net assets, and 
merely writing or printing in the face 
of the certificate the amount that was 
originally paid for the share adds 
nothing to its present value. 

Stock with no-par value affords 
greater protection to the buyer for it 
puts him on notice to inquire con- 
cerning its value before investing his 
money. 

Where stock is listed on an ex- 
change and sales are made through the 
exchange, the price is public informa- 
tion and is fixed by the demand. Hav- 
ing a par value or no-par value makes 
little difference in such a transaction, 
though the actual value of the stock 
may be quite different frem the mar- 
ket price. 

But where a stock is not listed or 
dealt in on an exchanze, as is the 
ease with stocks of most scuthern cor- 
porations, the purchase is a private 
transaction with nothing to guide the 
contracting parties but their own judg- 
ment. At’ inexperienced buyer is 
likely to take as a guarantee of worth 
the statement of par value engraved 
or lithographed on a certificate which 
has been signed by the president and 
secretary under the corporate seal of 
the company. : 

Why should he not do so if there 
is any real meaning to the state- 
ment? 

There seems to be an impression 
that having no-par value stock would 
enable a corporation or its stock- 
holders to eyade taxes. As taxes are 
based on values at the time’ of assess- 
ment, it is. not quite clear how the 
omission of a statemet of original or 
nominal value could aid the taxpayer. 

One of the reasons why so many 
Georgia bwsinesses incorporate in 
other states is that non-par stock 
may not be issued by a Georgia busi- 
ness corporation. Such a form of 
stock is adapted to many organiza- 
tions and as the certificates state 


In a report on this subject by an 
emident authority it is stated that: 

re are reported to -be som 
500,000 corporations in th 
} States. The evidence of an_ indi- 
vide-l’s own ip in a corporation 
is a certificate of stock bearing ordi- 
narily a so-called par value for the 
single share. The par value is us- 
ually $100 or some fraction of. it. 
Within the last few years many 
shares have been issued which do not- 
have anywhere upon them the tag of 
par value. ‘The principal advantages 
of no par value stock over par value) 
shares are first, the corporation may 
sell them at any price obtainable; 
second, they represent at all times 
a fractional interest in the business 
without attempting to put a value on 
this interest, and third, the buyer is 
not misled as to the potential. value 
of the shares.” 

There is no good redson why the 
people of Georgia should have to go 
to another state when they want to 
incorporate with a no-par value stock. 
We shoyld encourage all Georgia un- 
dertakings to incorporate under our 
own laws, to have their headquarters 
here and to do business here. There 
are some who have mistakenly thought 
that there must be something sinister 
in having a no-par value capital stock. 

at an evasion of some corporate 
duty was contemplated, or that the 
corporation was preparing to grant 
favors to some or inflict penalties: 
mmon others. -When it is remembered 
that the certificate of stock does 
not represent any more than. a frac- 
tional interest in the net worth of 
the corporation, it does not appear 
any easier to do wrong under a no- 
par value form than under a par- 
value form. 

By allowing | the issue of ‘no-par 
stock in Georgia, many corporations 
which now go to the other states for 
charters” would incorporate in Geor- 
gia, adding to the state’s revenue by 
paying incorporation fees here. 

But an even greater advantage 
would be the domestication of corpo- 
rations doing business “in. Georgia, 
causing the owners and officers to 
feel a greater personal interest in the 
upbuilding and general welfare of 
the state. In other words it would 
convert. aliens into citizens. 


Again, it may be said that a cor- 
poration shrinks frem admitting that 
its stock is worth less than what was 
paid for it. This is probably true, 
but it is also true that it is greatly 
to the interest of the shareholder to 
know what his security is actually 
worth. To illustrate this, let us take 
a corporation organized under the 
par value form with a capital stock 
of $ ,000 each share having a par 
value of $100. In other words 5,000 
shares worth $100 each, but in reality 
each share being worth one five thou- 
sandth of the net worth of the cor- 
poration. The corporation prepares its 
annual balance sheet and shows a 
net worth of $550,000. Then each 
share is actually worth one five thou- 
sandth of $550,000. hen the next 
balance sheet is prepared it may show 
$490,000 net worth, in which case each 
share would be worth one five thou- 
sandth of $490,000; but all this time 
the stockholder is probably of the 
opinion that, if he-has ten shares 
he’s really got $1,000. All he has is 
a fractional interest with a right to 
participate in such dividends as are 
earned and declared. The general use 
of a no-par value form in such cor-) 
porations as it is peculiarly appro- 
priate to, would be a good thing for 
the state of Georgia in taxes and 
fees and for its business men in more

Present: Stock Market 
Seen to Differ From Any 
Bull Markets of the 
Past 25 Years. 


New York, November 7.—Trained 
stock market observers who have been 
studying the market from the side 
lines for at least 25 years realize that 
every day, from the viewpoint of the 
interest being shown by the big out- 
side speculating public, the movement 
now under way is becoming more and. 
more like some ofthe wild war and/ 
after war markets and the markets of 
1906 and 1901 In one very con- 
spicuous way, however, the stock mar- 
ket now being witnessed is very dif- 
ferent from any of the bull markets of 
the past 25 years. 

The big bull market of -1901 had 
its foundation in the economies prec- 
ticed throughout the otonyp “g for five 
years following the panic of 1893 and 
was fed by returning prosperity, plus 
the wide industrial company and rail- 
road mergers of that period. The big 
bull market of 1906 was based on a 
prolonged period of record-breaking 
prosperity, plus the widespread desire 
to get out of the market while the 
going was good and before the plainly 
approaching storm of 1907 broke. The 
big bull markets between 1914 and 
1918 were based on war profits and 
the one of 1919 on post-war inflation. 
The big bull market now under way 
is based primarily on easy money, but, 
is being helped along by returning 
prosperity, by distribution of profits. 
already accumulated in the form of 
initial dividends, extra cash dividends 
and stock dividends and by rumors 
of various railroad and _ industrial 
company consolidations, at a 

Thus, as far as the foundation is 
concerned, aside from our large ac- 
cumulated wealth and easy money 
there is no striking difference be- 
tween the existing bull stock market 
and other bull markets of the past 25 
years. In the matter of leadership, 
however. conditions are strikingly dif- 
ferent from any heretofore experi- 


enced. 

In the big bull market of 1901 J. 
P. Morgan and his associates were 
forming the United States Steel cor- 
poration as the last word in the in- 
dustrial mergers of that period, al- 
ready perfected and in the railroad 
world E. H. Harriman and his follow- 
ers were buying control of Southern 
Pacific, Northern Pacific and other 
systems, and Morgan and Harriman 
were employing in their stock mar- 
ket operations James R. Keene, Iid- 
win Hawley and other market experts 
of that period. At the same _ time 
John W. Gates, D. G. Reid, William 
H. Moore, James H. Moore and many 
‘others whose names might. be men- 
tioned were plunging in the stock 
market on their own account, largely

The facts are that the existing mar- 
ket is so big that it is bigger than 
any individual or group of individuals 
now operating in it. For example, it 
is known that the trader who‘ success- 
‘fully sold motor stocks one day this 
week while buying steel shares made 
a costly experiment some weeks ago in 
trying to start an upward price movre- 
ment in Baldwin. At that time the 
railway equipment business was’* bad 
and getting worse. Fundamentals 
were not right for an upward price 
movement in the railway equipment 
shares. The trader in question found 
to his sorrow that the market for these 
shares -was against him and much 
bigger than he was, so he had to quit 
with a yery heavy loss. ’ 

Aside from the big public interest 
that is now in the stock market which 
is likely as not to go against assumed 
leadership there are now close to six 
hundred individual stocks being trad- 
ed in in one day, whereas back in the 
bull market of 1901, on the biggest 
day, the trading was only in 169 dif- 
erent issues.

_lessly, Expecting Stocks 
‘To Move in Short Time. 


BY C. H. PLATT. | 

New York, November 7.—(Special 
to The Constitution.)—Last Tuesday 
being a holiday, the speculative ele- 
ment had an extra. day of considera- 
tion to give to their commitments and 
evidently decided to go in deeper, for 
there was no cessation of boiling activ- 
ity and fireworks.

; Public Interested. 


The public has become thoroughly 
impressed with the fact that a bull 
market is in progress and are buying 
everything on the deductive theory 
that under present circumstances the 
stocks will all move ultimately. . It 
seems to be a fair rule to follow, de- 
spite the fact that warnings are be- 
coming more and more insistent from 
conservative sources. There is a tre- 
mendous interest in the market from 
day to day, and as this interest en- 
larges it finally results in purchases 
by men and women who have not the 
slighest business in the market and 
who throw their funds into the whirl- 
pool of speculation on tips and ru- 
mors which are not only baseless, but 
in many instances the wildest exag- 
gerations. 

Speculators are combing the finan- 
cial pages looking for stocks that 
have not yet had good moves and are 
buying them recklessly, which is tak- 
ing the market rapidly out of control 
and eliminating the orderliness that 
has prevailed to date. 

Bucket Shops Quit. 

Most of the bucket shops have gone 
out of existence and buying of stocks 
now has a real effect on prices, 
whereas when the bucketeers flour- 
ished purchases and ‘sales were “writ- 
ten on the cuff” and did not in any 
way affect prices or volume.

Those who have studied the new 
type of residence do not hesitate to 
predict that it will become increas- 
ingly popular with busy people in 
cities who are compelled to conserve 
both time and money. 

That the. cooperative apartment is 
not confined in its successful operation 
to large cities has been demonstrated 
by the fact that in several of the 
smaller cities and towns the idea has 
taken hold and has become highly 
successful. The idea is said to be 
spreading from coast to coast and local 
realtors are preparing for the not far 
distant day when the “eo-op” will 
gain a foothold in Atlanta.

The remarkable victory of Tam- 
many in New York, following one of 
the most deliberate attempts known 
to American politics to organize a 
rebellion within its own ranks fo-

George W. Olvany. 

He is not as spectacular as was 
the late Richard Croker, nor so 
commanding. He inspires loyalty 
more by personal love than by the 
party lash. . 

He is not so domineering as was 
the late Charles F. Murphy, and in-

than the “big boss” who rarer 
him. 

Orderly, methodical, — persuasive, 
he' perfected .the..organization not 
only in every ward, but in every 
block; ‘ahd? with a°snrilé of approval 
of the work of his lieutenants, a 
friendly’slap on the back, a warning 
against any of the political vices to 
which overwrought enthusiasts 
sometimes succumb, he. secured the 
devoted cooperation of his workers 
on a different basis from that seen 
before in Tammany battles. 

There never was a more orderly 
election, although one of the most 
warmly contested in modern times, 
and there never was an electian that 
illustrated greater organization effi- 
ciency or a more complete routing 
of the insurrection forces.

Seven Years After 


JONES, D. D. 


Yes, seven years have flown since | 
November 11, 1918. How quickly we 
forget. Perhaps it is well that we 
can forget, or at least banish from 


acute consciousness some of the ex- 
periences of life. A people could not 
live normally, solving the problems 
of the day and doing its tasks, if they 
had to carry, in acute consciousness, 
the stressful anxieties and the over- 
heated emotions of 1917-18. It is 
well that in the everyday life we 
ean live without pressure of such 
memories. But now and again we 
should look back and be able to see 
clearly and read intelligently the 


meaning of such experiences, else we 


shall lose the revealing light which 
the past has for the present. ‘This 
is the justification for the marking of 
such national dates as November 11. 

It is still easy to recall the de- 
lirium of joy which marked that date 
in 1918. Over and above all else 


in that wild emotional joy, there was 


the thought of the coming home of 
our boys. But some of them did not 
come back. Others came marred and 
maimed, bent and broken, for life. 
It is hard to believe in the normal 
industrial and social life of today 
that there are still something like half 
a million of those boys under the 
care of our government, partially or 
totally inefficient for life’s duties. 
Yet that date, November 11, is kept 
in honor of ,a_ victory. Could we do 
better than pause once again and 
ask ourselves what was the meaning 
of this victory? 
Brute Force. 


No matter what fuller interpreta- 
tion future historians may give to the 
world war, the victory was over 
brute force. *When one looks back, 
especially to August and September, 
1914, and the spring of 1918, there 
comes instinctively a gasp of horror 
as when we draw back from the edge 
of a precipice. How nearly physical 
force: came at both of these periods 
to conquering the world. Steel, chem- 
ical explosives, poisonous gases— 
these unconscious, . conscienceless 
things without respect for childhood 
or motherhood, art or religion, law or 
liberty —seemed about to crush the 
spiritual life of men. The finer 
things of the soul seemed ringed with 
an iron wall, which threatened to im 
prison them. One felt in those days 
as if a titanic phvsical might essayed 
to seize the moral kingdom, dethrone 
right, reverse all the ethical judg- 
ments’ of humanity, destroy its senti- 
ments and dominate the aspirations 
of a world. 

‘ No matter what new light may be 


thrown upon the causes which lay 
back of the great world war, I am 


convinced that one fact will remain 
clear and significant. The conflict- 
ing ambitions and interests which di- 
vided nations and races were submit- 
ted to the arbitrament of force, and 
the final appeal of men. as if in 
desperation, was made to the supreme 
court of force. I insisted during the 
war and [ insist now, that its hor- 
rors were not characteristically Ger- 
man. They were characteristic of 
the teaching of a certain type of pa- 
triotism—“my nation over all.” It 
is the expression of a national ego- 
tism which is willing to gain national 
advantages at the expense of the 
other peoples of the world. It sets 
up a national god and teaches its 
children that he created the world 
and its blessings primarily for its 
own nationals. This same teaching, 
with its subtle poison permeating the 
arteries of American life, would 
Prussianize this land as certainly as 
it did the German people. 
Patriotism.

But 
back of that is the vital question, 
what does America mean? If it 
means that America is a close corpo- 
ration, conducted solely for the bene- 
fit of its own citizens, indifferent te 
the welfare of the rest. of world, 
let us understand we a sowing 
seed which will reap a harvest of 
woe to our nation and the world. But 
if we teach them that America is a 
faith in the inalienable rights of hu- 
manity the world round; and that our 
nation must ever stan@ for the help 
land not the hurt of all mankind, then 
patriotism shall become a blessing 
to the entire world. 

I believe this last interpretation of 
America was the ideal which possess- 
ed and inspired our boys to jeopard 
their lives upon the fields. of France. 


for thatvideal in the days of war, is 
it not her supreme duty to live for 
that ideal in the days of peace. No- 
vember 11 will never become the ra- 
diant date in our calendar, which it 
has a right to be, until our beloved 
country unites with the other na- 
tions of the world in working for a 
permanent peace.

In that spirit, which 
Wilson held strongly and honestly, he 
introduced what was at that time a 
startling innovation, frequent sessions 
nt which all the newspaper men at 
Washington were permitted to come 
before the president and ask him ques- 
tions about the public business. In 
the beginning the questions were oral. 
It was the fact that they were oral 
that led later to lapses. It is doubtful 
if the institution would have come to 
be what it is or would have lasted 
at all but for a change, made at a 
later date, which required that. all the 
questions must be written out in ad- 
vance, 

When, in Wilson’s time and also 
during a portion of Harding's time, 
the questions were oral it happened 
occasionally that embarrassing ques- 
tions were asked, or trivial questions. 
Not all the 60 or 70 correspondents 
could have mature judgment or tact. 
Questions were plumped at Wilson 
which would have embarrassed any 
president or any man. He was led 
into situations equally embarrassing, 
whether. he ome ee or was silent. 
Both Wilson and Harding had this ex- 
perience. There was a touch of the 
imperious in Wilson’s temperament, 
and he was not likely to continue in a 
situation in which he was repeatedly ji 
embarrassed and in which sometimes 
he had just cause for resentment. ,

The matter of unification has been 
much distussed from every viewpoint 
by the opposing factions in our church 
and this writer cannot hope to add 
greatly of either knowledge or wisdom. 
in the controversy. 

However, of all the wide variety of 
plans that have been proposed, this 
one appears to offer the greatest 
promise for future peace and coopera- 
tion between the divisions of Method- 
ism. Complete union would not be 
possible without placing our minority 
church at the mercy, and under domi- 
nance of the great majority church. No 
southerner wh» loves his church and 


its t aditions would assent to that. 
But the plan now proposed -avoids 
our being “swallowed up.” ‘This feder- 
ation plan leaves our church intact 
and absolute in the control of its own 
affairs as one jurisdiction, and yét 
gains for it all of the advantages which 
eould come from cooperation in all 
endeavors jointly undertaken. It can- 
not be disputed reasonably, that the 
jurisdictional conference is supreme 
within its jurisdiction, and determines 
for itself as a unit what is “distinc- 
tively connectional” other than as ex- 
pressed in article V. There can be 
no reasonable objection.to the powers 
explicitly given to the general confer- 
ence, and in the exercise of those pow- 
ers our minority church is fully pro- 
tected by section 1, article V, provid- 
ing that: “Every vote in the general 
conference shall be by jurisdictions and 
shall require the accepted majority of 
each jurisdiction.” This gives our 
jurisdictional conference the veto pow- 


‘ 


er over any lnihreviderit or unwise 
proposal or purpose of the other juris- 


The negro has been made a great 
“bogie” by the opposition. Bishop 
Cannon, in a very sane and well-tem- 
pered pamphlet has shown the folly 
of this position. Few things give the 
southern white man less concern than 
the handling of the negro—in fact, for 
many generations now the southerner 
has met the negro problem in infinite 
variety, and has invariably found a 
solution in keepinr with his own ideals 
and pu and he will easily solve 
all difficulties that may arise*from this 
newly found “bogie.” 

On the other hand, the whife man 
of the north is becoming mire ac- 
quainted with the difficult “negro 
problem” every passing year. Experi- 
ence and contact is bringing him the 
more readily to the southerner’s view- 
point. And it is not improbable that 
the southern church could be of in- 
valuable service to “our northern 
brethren” in meeting and solving these 
race problems in a different way. Cer- 
tainly there can be no cause for fear 
or any negro bishop being “over” the 
southern white church in any actual 
sense. It simply cannot be done, and 
all the world knows it. 

However, many of our laymen and 
some of our preachers are awake to 
the portentous fact that not only 
among Methodists, but among all 
Protestants, divisions must cease, and 
whether by union or federation a 
united front must be presented, or 
Protestantism will be engulfed. 

May we not hope that, in some 
way, known only to Him whose ways 
are inscrutable, the follies of men 
may be set at naught and His hosts. 
may go forth to battle, nat among 
themselves, but with the common 
enemy and evil forces of life.

TEASTERN CAPITAL Fie 
“MOVING T0 SOUTH! 


Evidence of the eontinued move- 
ment-of eastern capital into the south 
is to be found on every hand, it is 
pointed out here by business experts. 

“The southward movement of east- 
ern capital, shown.in a number of 
mill constructions and. investments, 
= a very — ae of the iA 
ng recognition 0 e o —— es 
of the south for detaatele develo 
ment,” said Frank Hempstead, well- 
known business expert of Atlanta. 

The southern investment of New 
England capital, according to Mr. 
ag at will in the future mean 
the building of more new mills in 
the south than it means today. In 
the last few years, he sohws, the tex- 
tile industry has had rapid expan- 


sion. 

“The south is growing more rapid- 
ly than some of us realize,” said Mr. 
Hempstead, who returned recently 
from a business trip which took in 
him sections of the south. 

Mr. Hempstead, who maintains of- 
fices in Atlanta, Washington,-D. C., 
and Miami, Fla., supervises the audits 
of many large concerns and he said 
a wave of prosperity undoubtedly 
had ‘struck the whole south. 

Another set of tax complexities 
has been added to those that se¢m 
to be inevitable in the administration 
of the income tax with its endless 
regulations, changing ‘and conflicting 
interpretations, Mr. Hempstead said. 

“In addition to their income tax, 
corporations are required to pay the 
federal government a capital stock 
tax,” said Mr. Hempstead. “It was 
instituted as a special source of war 
expense income and is denominated 
as excise tax, but is actually a prop- 
erty tax on the entire assets of a 
corporation. . 

“Corporations have followed : differ- 
ent methods in figuring this tax, and 
there are as many as 20,000. disputed 
revisions yearly. It is understood 
that the capital stock tax section is 
now planning to re-examine tax re- 
turns for past years with a view to 
an impartial readjustment according 
to common rule. 

The capital stock tax, figures show, 
yields the government $80,000, 4 
»year. ‘The prospect is that the tax 
will be greatly reduced at the next 
session of congress.

the carriage charges on the goods, And 
the best part is that I do not charge 
any more than they would have to pay 
at the New York market for these 
garments. The time saved them by 
my plan is also a considerable item. 


“This rack house, carrying all the 

latest styles, made into special mod- 
els for my business, is the only one 
of its kind in the southeast, there 
being only one south of Baltimore in 
addition to the local store,” said the 
merchant. 
/ The rapidity with which the coats 
and dresses have been sold by the 
Atlanta house since the publication 
of an announcement in The Constitu- 
tion Yast Sunday indicates to Mr.

History club, F.-T. A., 
Baptist and Methodist missionary so- 
cieties, joint hostesses. These with 
other organizations not represented 
brings the total up to a thousand. 

Seated on the platform, which was 
attractively furnished and decorated 
with ferns, boughs of autumn leaves 
and chrysanthemums, were that veter- 
an clubwoman, United States Senator 
Rebecca ‘Latimer Felton; Mrs.

ITH these drastic views millions 
of earnest Americans seem to 
be in perfect agreement. But when 
it comes to the question. of what shall 
be done -with naughty New York— 
how it shall be punished for its sins 
and made to cedse sinning—there ts 
novsuch unanimity, | 
While millions of the city’s critics 
are agreed that, in its present deprav- 
ity, it is a cancer in the nation’s side, 
hardly any two of them can agree’on 
plan for cutting out this malignant 


"growth and preventing its spreading 


more corruption throughout the coun- 
try. 

The problems of disciplinimg a city 
of 6,000,000 people, a city that pays 
half the nation’s income tax and 
whose financial interests are intimate- 
ly bound up with those of the further- 
most farms and villages, is a curious- 
ly perplexing one. 


li is complicated by the fact that a 
large part of the city’s native born 
population was born outside the city 
—a high percentage of them in the 
very sections where New York is be- 
ing mest loudly denounced. 

Another complication is presented 
by the large number of out of town 
visitors New York is continually enter- 


‘liberal patrons of the hundreds 
of cafés, restaurants and night 
clubs where the prohibition law. 
is openly violated. 

All this means a serious ques- 
tion -as to. whether the views 
voiced by the Methodist church 
board would, if submitted to a 
popular referendum, receive the 
indorsement of anything like a 
majority of the nation’s voters. 

Can it be possible that. mil- 
lions of Americans who live un- 
der strict moral regimes in their 
home towns really enjoy hav- 
ing a wide open New York in 
which they can take refuge now 

and then ‘and have a great deal 
more personal liberty than is al- 
lowed where they live? 

This 1s a disturbing thought 
to those who feel that New York 
is a cancer that ought to be cut 


from the nation’s side without 
delay. 


When national prohibition 
came, its champions believed 


this would pave the way for additional 
amendments to the constitution that 
would enable them: to regulate the 
morals of New York in numerous oth- 
er ways. But they are not sure of 
their ability to force the city into what 
they regard as righteousness since they 
have seen how the Volstead act is fail- 
ing to stop the sale and drinking of 
alcoholic beverages there. 

As soon as the federal officials pad- 
lock one of the law breaking cafes 
that line whole streets it seems as if a 
score of new ones at once open their 
coors. Even the most casual visitor 
it able to see how high the tide of fer- 
bidden booze is running and how fla- 
vgrantly the Volstead act is being dis- 
obeyed. “ 

New York’s contempt for the prohi- 
bition law and the bad example this 
sets the nation form one of the chief 
counts In the present indictment of the 
city. The recerit Methodist report de- 
clares that many communities would 
be practically free from law violations 
were it not for the insidious anti-pro-

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hibition propaganda reaching them 
from New York.

If the national army 
and navy were able to invest New 
York with an effective blockade it 
could starve the city into submission 
within three or four days. 


Managers, playwrights and others 
connected with the theater are frank 
to admit that there is, just as the 
Methodist board charges, more nudity 
cn the New York stage this season 
than ever before.

To avoid the heavy financial loss 
which the failure of this expensive 
production would mean he decided he 
must enliven the production in some 
novel and astonishing way. The idea 


hit upon was to order the entire cho- 
rus to strip for the opening night. 


HE order reached the Stage just as 
the girls were forming behind the 
curtain for the opening scene. Faced 


with the possibility of losing their jobs . 


after weeks of rehearsal without pay, 
all of the cast complied. 


In a moment, the already scanty 
costumes were ripped off and tossed 
into the wings, each girl reserving a 
wisp of chiffon for protection from 
the cruel stares of the firstnighters. 


The show was héralded the follow- 
ing morning as the most daring exhi- 
bition ever presented on a New York 
Stage. Indeed, the reviews were of 
such a nature that the second night’s 
performance was largely populated by 
the police. 

But the manager had anticipated 
court action by restoring the girls’ cos- 
tumes for the following performances, 
and so a very dull show was made ex- 
tremely profitable by the demand for 


seats created by the first night’s re- 
views. 


Other musical show producers took 
the hint and nudity has lately become 
the predominal feature. 


It is a curious fact that many Meth- 


odist clergymen living and preaching 
in New York, do not indorse their 
church’s official denunciation of the 
city’s alleged wickedness: One of 
these is the Rev. Dr. Christian F. 
Reisner. 


“New York is not a ‘modern Go- 
morrah,’ ” Dr. Reisner asserts. ‘‘Trav- 
eling secretaries who come here with 
preconceived notions and judge us by 
the loose habits of our visitors ought 
to be unseated from places of influ- 
ence when they miake wholesale 
charges. against our city.” 


But the Rev. Dr. J. C. Howard, a 
Methodist clergyman of the nearby 
city of Newark, N. J., thinks the facts 
emphasized by the board are thor- 
oughly well founded and that the pro- 
posed social and economic boycott of 
New York and its people as a punish- 
ment for their naughtiness is about the 
sanest method by which to correct 
conditions. 


But what if New York manages to 
survive such a boycott? Will war be 
the next step in the effort to punish 
the city and make it be good?

and. rewards character cannot be 
' awarded to the undeserving without 
paralyzing all the incentives to virtue 
and industry. Christ came not to de- 
» stroy the law—either that revealed in 
’ the Word of God or that which was 


o 


written on nature—He came to ful- 
fill. In the brief years that He taught 
His disciples and the: multitude He 
quoted the law and illustrated Tl. He 
did not come to relieve. men of re- 
sponsibility—He came to light the way 
——‘THat they might have life and 
that they might have it more abund- 
antly.”’ | 

Christ’s doctrines are not limited in 
time or to numbers. They apply to 
everybody and last for all time. Paul, 
in Romans 12:20, interprets the Mas- 
ter’s teachings and applies them. 
“Therefore, if thine enemy. -hunger, 
feed him; if he thirst; give him drink: 
for in’so doing thou shalt heap~coals 
of fire on his head.’”’ How different 
this way of dealing from the way the 
carnal man acts, and yet who can 
question the wisdom of the Savior’s 
plan? Hatred begets.hatred; retalia- 
tion invites, retaliation and the feud 
grows. The mountains*of Kentucky 
have furnished numerous illustrations 
of the futility of revenge. Families 
were arrayed against families and sons 
took up inherited hatreds and died 
violent deaths bequeathing the spirit 
of revenge to their descendants. 

See False Philosophy. 
We see the same false philosophy 


at work among nations. One war lays 
the foundation for another; generation 


‘after generation is sworn to avenge 


the crimes of preceding generations; 
and much of it is done in the name of 
patriotism and glorified as if it were 


service to the country. 


Paul gives us the remedy and it is 
based upon the injunction that Jesus 
gave, namely, Love your enemies. 
Feeding an enemy is more effective 
than threats of punishments. It is a 
manifestation of love, and love is the 
weapon for which there is no shield. 


The philosophy that Paul applies to 
the individyal is just as effective when 
applied to larger groups. Nations that 
have been at war cannot be recon- 
ciled by the methods of war. They 
can be suppressed by force but unless 
won by friendship there can be no re- 
union. : 


Paul concluded this chapter with a. 
command ‘Be not overcome of evil, 
but overcome evil with good.” There 
never was a time in the world’s his- 
tory when this kind of doctrine was 
more imperatively needed for the 
healing of the wounds of the unprece- 


dented conflict through which the 


world has just passed. Christ has 4 
remedy; Let the wrongs of the past 
be forgiven and forgotten; let the 
world be invited to build on friendship 
and cooperation. Let the rivalry be 
in the showing of magnanimity. Who 
dares to say that the plan will fail? 
The alternative policy has failed and 
failed miserably. Why not employ 
the only untried remedy for the ills 
which afflict civilization? | 


Gifts Are Permanent. 


_And the gifts of the Man of Galilee 
are permanent; they survive the tomb. 
As one nears the end of life he be- 
comes conscious of an inner longing 
to attach himself to institutions that 
will outlive him. His affections hav- 
ing gone out to his fellows, and his 
heart having entwined itself with the 
causes that embrace all humankind, he. 
does not like to drop out and be for- 
gotten. His sympathies expand and 
sympathy is the real blood of the 
heart, forced by the pulsations of that 
major organ through all the arteries 
of society. Have you thought how 
few of each generation are remember- 
ed after death by any one outside of 
a small-circle of friends? We have 


a hundred millions of people living in 
the largest republic in history—one 
of the greatest nations the world has 
ever known—and yet how many 
names will survive for a century after 
those who bore the names are buried ?, 
The vanity of man is rebuked by a 
visit to any old, neglected cemetery. 
As Bryan puts it 
“‘The world will laugh when thou art 
gone 
And solemn brood of care plod on 
And each one as before will chase his 
favorite phantom.”’ 


It is partly to escape this dread ob- 
livion that men and women, blessed 
with means, endow hospitals and col- 
leges and charitable institutions. They 
yearn-for an immortality on earth as 
well as in,the world beyond, and noth- 
ing but the spiritual has promise of the 
life everlasting. 

Body Changes. 

If we examine our expense ac- 
counts we will be ashamed to note 
how large a proportion of our money 
we spend on the body. We buy it 
the food that it most enjoys, and the 


raiment that most adorns it; we give 


it habitations of comfort and beauty, 
and yet the body is responsible for 
most of our easily besetting sins and 
its aches and pains fill life with much 
of its misery. We spend the first 
twenty years of life in an effort to 
develop the body, the second twenty 
years of life in an effort to keep it in 
a state of health and twenty more try- 
ing to preserve it from decline, and 
then the threescore years have passed. 
And, no matter how successful we 
may be in lifting the body toward 
physical perfection, wé have no as-

can be made use of in the world above.

else knows. There is the mixture of 
| esumption and dogmatism with ex- 
eme humility. G. K. Chesterton 
writes: ‘“‘We are on the road to pro- 
ducing a race too mentally modest to 
believe in the multiplication table. We 
are in danger of seeing philosophers 
who doubt the law of gravity as being 
a mere fancy of their own. Scoffers 
of old time were too proud to be con- 
vinced; but these are too humble to 
be convinced. . . . What we suffer 
- ffom today is humility in the wrong 
‘place. Modesty has moved from the 
- organ of aspiration. Modesty had set- 
tled upon the organ of conviction, 
where it was never meant to be. The 
old humility was a spur that prevented 
a man from stopping; not a nail in his 
boot that prevented him from. go- 
ing on. | 

“For the old humility made a man 
doubtful about his efforts, which might 
make his work harder. But the new 
humility makes a man doubtful about 

‘his aims, which will make him stop 
working altogether.” 

Agnosticism is the destruction of all 
knowledge, since it not only cannot 
know anything but cannot know 
that it cannot know. Agnosticism 
commits intellectual suicide and 
then refuses to quit talking. Deism 
Says that there is a God but he does 

not speak to men in a spiritual reve-

lation. This is to make God less than 
good. 

Agnosticism says that if there is a 
God, He cannot make Himself known. 
‘This is to make God the symbol of 
absolute weakness. Even a helpless 
infant has power enough to make its 
presence known. Has God left no un- 
mistakable trace of Himself in the uni- 
verse? 


Dr. W. N. Clarke writes: “‘If the 
sum of existence contained no signs of 
intellect, and had never nourished a 
mind, if it were a dull and senseless 
mass, dead matter and brute force, 
without movement or meaning, then, 
perhaps we might think that no mind 
had even thought it through; which 
would be the largest thought about it 
that had ever been entertained. But 
of the universe that exists we can 
imagine no such: thing. It has struc- 
ture and order, and method is its prime 
characteristic. It is so full of ideas in 
operation that all human study has 
only begun to find them out. It has 
provided material for all the sys- 
tematic knowledge that men possess, 
and suggestion for all their finer 
thought. -.Nay, it has brought forth 
man ‘himself, and trained him to his 
present rationality and is training him 
still: And shall we now call such a 
universe an unthought thing? Or 
shall we say that we can form no judg- 
ment as to whether it has ever been 
embraced in a perfect comprehension? 
By all progress in science and phil- 
osophy and/all vitality in poetry and 
art, by the significance of life and the 
effectiveness of experience as an in- 
structor, the world commends itself to 


us as a world known before we knew | 


it, and understood better than we can 
ever understand it. The facts are con- 
vincing, and we are quite competent 
to be convinced.”’ 


1 think it might just as well be ad- 


‘mitted here that religious dogmatists 


have gone to as great an extreme in 
their profession of knowledge as ag- 
nostics have in their profession of ig- 
norance. 


HEOLOGIANS have discussed in 

accents of absolute certainty the 
mind of God in His purposes and de- 
crees. They have professed a pro- 
found acquaintance with all the delib- 
erations of the three persons of the 
Trinity. They have. endeavored to 
analyze the mind of God as minutely 
as a chemist might analyze a drop of 
water. 3 

If the agnostic fails to recognize 
the limitation of his ignorance, the 
religious dogmatist has failed to real- 
ize the limitation of his knowledge. 

St. Paul expresses the proper bal- 
ance between these two types of 
mind: 

“‘Now I know in part”— 

Our knowledge is limited, but nev- 
ertheless we have knowledge. 

The vast margin of mystery can- 
not amount to the negation of knowl- 
edge, when every blade of grass is an 
insoluble riddle and every relationship 
of mind and body is the perplexity of 
all psychologists. In spite of all mys- 
teries we are brought face to face with 
the clear-cut alternative that the uni- 
verse is either the sport of blind chance 
or the product of intelligent purpose. 
We can conceive of no middle ground. 


“If chance could fashion but a little 
flower 

With perfume for each tiny thief, 

And furnish it with sunshine and with 
shower, 

Then chance would be Creator with 
the power 


To build a world for unbelief.” 


Agnosticism occupies an unstable 
position. For the most part agnostics 
are atheists with merely a different 


spelling. On the part, however, of 
some who are termed agnostics, there 
is the decided leaning towards theism. 
Kant in his failure to find God through 
pure reason, falls back on the practical - 
Teason and affirms God, freedom and 
immortality. . 


Mr. Spencer makes the confession: 
“Were we compelled to choose be-: 
tween the alternatives of speaking in 
terms of matter or spirit, the latter 
alternative would seem the more ac- 
ceptable of the two.”’ 


Prof. Huxley writes: ‘‘The position 
that there is nothing in the world but 
matter, force and necessity, is as 
utterly devoid of justification as the 
most baseless of theological dogmas.” 


John Stuart Mill was a leader 
among the agnostics of his day. In 
his posthumous essay, he says: “It ap- 
pears to me that the indulgence of 
hope with regard to the government 
of the universe and the destiny of men 
after death, while we recognize as a 
clear truth that we have no ground for 
more than a hope, is legitimate and 
philosophically defensible.” In an 
essay on Mill, Wilfred Ward writes: 
‘“‘Mr. Leslie Stephens was reported to 
havg paced the room with indignation, 
which could not~be contained, while 
his wife yet further- angered him by 
the poor consolation of, ‘I told you 
rs I always said John Mill was ortho- 

ox.’ 9? 


Huxley, inventor of the very word 
“agnostic,” consents that the name of 
God together with a hope of immor- 
tality should appear on his tombstone 
in an inscription written by his wife 
and approved by himself. 

Spencer declared of religion: ‘‘The 
matter is one which concerns each and 
all of us more than any other matter 
whatever.”

MEMBER of a_ prominent 
Georgia church was on trial, 
the issue being whether or 
not he should be turned out 


of the church. There were 
ai three “counts” against him 
in the general charges, and none of 
them involved immorality or anything 
against his character. He was charg- 
ed—and it was true—that he had 
taken church matters into the court- 
house. It was proposed to move the 
church to a new location in the city 
and this particular member had 
earnestly opposed it and had filed in- 
junction proceedings to prevent this 
step being taken. He was also charg- 
ed with being unduly hostile to the 
pastor. He admitted that he thought 
-the pastor should resign, but did not 
think he himself should be turned out 
of the church simply because he held 
io this opinion, and was not in har- 
mony with the pastor along other 
lines. 


With all these charges and counter- 
charges, and with the merits of the 
several contentions, this chronicle has 
nothing whatever to do; singly and 
collectively they all have our good- 


will 100 per cent, and we wish them 
well. These few lines relate to the 
trial of the brother referred to, who 
is a prominent business man in his 
home city and- a member of four 
board, all of them of a charitable or 
philanthropic nature. 


The church had 800 to 1,000 mem- 


bers, and perhaps 600 of them were 
present on the day of the trial. The 
charges were presented and then the 
member on trial made his statement; 
making a pretty good witness for the 
“prosecution,” in some of his very 
candid statements and criticisms. It 
may be stated at this point that the 
pastor was not present at this particu- 


lar Sunday morning service as the sit- 
uation had been so delicate and per- 
sonal that he felt that an outside min- 
ister, some one not involved in the 
controversy at all, should preside. 


When the time for balloting came, 
two hundred members voted to turn 
the brother out, one hundred voted to 
let him retain membership, and per- 
haps 300 declined to take part in the 
proceedings. This meant that his con- 
nection with the church had officially 
and legally terminated. Incidentally, 
the court proceedings then pending 
would automatically come to an end, 
as the petitioner, not being a member 
of the church, would have no stand- 
ing in court. : 

“What are you going to do?” a 
friend asked of the ejected brother. 

“My course is clear,” he replied. 
Advancing to the front, he placed his 
hand in that of the officiating min- 
ister and said: 


‘Brother , [have been a mem- 
ber of this church since I was sixteen 
years of age. I do not feel natural 
out of it—do not feel right. As you 
know, there will be no service in this 
church tonight. 1 cannot wait until 
next Sunday to join—I want to unite 
with this church right now. 1! come 
to you as a sinner, seeking the light— 
as perhaps the chief of sinners. Is my 
application accepted?” 

The visiting clergyman, quite sur- 
prised and rather embarrassed by this 
wholly unexpected turn of events, 


aid: 
‘Why, Brother, this is a most un- 


usual situation, and I hardly know 
what to say.” : 

In this particular denomination an 
elder, as well as a pastor, is duthor- 
ized to receive members into the 
church. 

The ejected brother turned quickly 
to an elder standing nearby, one of the 
leaders of the faction that brought 
charges against him, and said: 

“I come as a sinner—perhaps the 
chief of sinners—knocking at the door 
of this church for admission. I need 
the church and cannot stay out of it. 


Is the door of the church open to 
me?” 


Visibly embarrassed, the elder said: 
“! hardly know what.to do.” 
“You can do only one of two 
things: Accept me or reject me,” said 
the applicant for church membership, 
Nearby was another elder of the 
church—a friendly elder, so to speak, 
one who had voted with the minority 


on the issue of severance of church: 


membership. The deported brother 


walked up to him and said with great 
solemnity: 


‘‘As a sinner—perhaps the chief of 
sinners—I am applying for member- 
ship in this church. With a humble 
and contrite heart I submit this ap- 
plication. Do you take me in?” 


“We certainly do—and gladly,” re- 
plied the friendly elder. And the 
brother was once more reinstated in 
full membership rights and privileges. 


It all ended happily enough, and in 
a way that will result in increasing 
prosperity and usefulness for the de- 
nomination in that Georgia city. For 
shortly after this church trial, the gen- 
tlemaff who had been turned out of the 
church and then taken back went to 
the leader of the other faction and 
proposed a compromise and a division 


of property.. The suggestion was ac- 
cepted and valuable property was har- 
moniously divided: A portion of the 
congregation swarmed off to another 


section of the city, the section to which 
they had wished the church moved, 
and there built a church of their own, 
About half the congregation remained 
at the original church. Both congre- 
gations are live and working and both 
are doing well, serving acceptably 
their respective sections of the city. 
Each church has a membership of ap- 
proximately 500, One of them had 
revival services recently, resulting in 


58 new members being received into 
the church,

Co- 
operate would be better. There is-no 
reasonable insurance in two unsuc- 
cessful attempts at vaccmation, that 
the child is immune to smallpox. Not 
until the third attempt has been made, 


with virus “known to be active, may 
this mother feel that she has done her 
duty. Hf the third attempt proves un- 

then it is fair to assume 
, that the child is naturally immune. 

At least, that is my opinion. 

_I believe im vaccination for every- 
body, as a fairly certain protection 
agamst the danger of smallpox. Of 
course we do not know the specific 
cause of variola (smalfpox)}—no germ 
or organism has been isolated; we do 
not know the specific cause of cowpox 
nor of -vaccine (the disease inoculated 
by vaccination with cowpox virus), 
for no one has isolated the specific 
organism; we do not even know that 
cowpox is a form of smalpox modi- 
fied by passing through the animal; 
but we know that people inoculated by 
vaccine are practically immune to 
variola. And so! believe im keeping 
‘myself and all who would have my 
advice about it well vaccinated. 


At the same time I insist that it is 
an unjustifiable assault to compel any- 
body who does not desire it to be vac- 
cinated. I go further and assert thas 


should “submit” to having — 


the health or other authorities who 


have in the past or who even today 


uphold compulsory vaccination are in- 
competent and fanatical and unfit to 
administer public welfare. I think the 
parent who does not desire vaccina- 
tion or who does not believe in it is 
a contemptible coward if he does not 
fight with the utmost vigor and such 
assault upon his child. 

If vaccination is as efficacious as the 
health authorities think it is, then it 
should suffice to offer it free of cost 
to all citizens who desire the protee 
tion, and to warn the public that the 
state cannot be responsible for what 


may happen to those who fail to avail 
themselves of this protection. We who 
are successfully vaccinated have noth- 
ing to fear from an outbreak of smal- 
pox; let those who are not vaccinated 
worry about that. | 

Persons who are well. vaccinated 
need not be embarrassed or restrained 
in any way in the event of an out- 
break or epidemic of smallpox. Per- 
sons who are not vaccinated cannot 
fairly complain of any restrictions up- 
on their liberty or their mtercourse 
with the people at large, which the 
health authorities may deem necessary 
for public safety. But if the principle 
or policy | just suggested were adopt- 
ed in public health administration no 
such restriction of liberty would be 
required in any event. It is still nec- 
essary, in the judgment of the public 
health authorities, because so many 
children remain unprotected through 
the negligence of their parents. It 
would be searcely fair to admit an un- 
vaccinated child to school where other 
unvaccinated children may be present. 
—but if all the children in school were 
well vaccinated of course there would 


be no danger of smalipox outbreaks 
among the children. ~ 


M* ADVICE to parents is that they 

should see to it that every child 
is properly vaccinated before the end 
of the first year. Of course vaccina- 
tion is not in itself absolutely free from 
any risk, but the wise parent willingly 
takes the trifling risk for the great 
comfort of knowing that the child is 


protected against an infinitely greater - 


danger. 

It might be argued that if a parent 
makes affidavit that he has a consci- 
entious objection to vaccination, the 
school authorities ought to accept the 


_affidavit in lieu of evidence of vacci- 


nation, and admit such a conscientious 
objector’s child to schoo, This at 
once raises the question whether a 
parent should have a right to withhold 
vaccination from his own child. The 
state assumes that a parent is- bound 
to furnish proper medical care for a 
sick child and holds to strict account- 
ability the parent who fails to provide 
such medical care. But |] believe some 
exception is made when the parent 
Swears to a conscientious objection to 
medical treatment and claims the right 
to rely wholly upon prayer or imag- 
ination, let us say. Similarly the state 
might excuse parents who have queer 
scruples tough on the kids, at least it 
seems so to me, just as I feel pity 
for the child sacrificed to diphtheria 
or appendicitis or other curable dis- 
ease when the parent refuses to have 


medical care and stakes the child’s life ~ 


on the prayers or the uplifting 
thoughts of some nice old lady prac- 
titioner of a freak healing cult. 


Few readers will accuse me of rat- 
ing popular intelligence toe high, yet 
| think our people are too enlightened 
for compulsory vaccination or any 
other compulsory medical treatment 


today. Maybe this is a question of the 
survival of the fittest. Anyhow, | be- 
lieve the health authorities at present 
should say: “‘Here’s free vaccination. 
We beheve it will protect you against 
smallpox. The state prepares and fur- 
nishes the virus. Take it or leave it. 
We won’t kiss you if you take it. We 
won’t kick you if you leave it. After 
all, you, the free people, you are the 
State, and we, the health authorities, 
are only your civil servants. It is our 
province to advise you to do thus and 
so for protection of health, never to 
compel or command.”

Some New Games 


Easy to Learn 


Here is an outdoor game that is 
lots of fun to play on a fall day: 


HAVE YOU SEEN MY SHEEP? 
The players stand in a circle. One 


walks around the outside, and touch- 
ing one of the circle players on the 
back, asks, “Have you seen my 


sheep?” The one questioned answers, 
“How was he dressed?” The outside 
player then describes the dress of 
some one in the circle, saying, for 
instance, “He wears a red necktie 
and a blue suit,” or “He has a white 
dress and a blue band on his hair.” 

The one questioned then names the 
player whom he thinks this describes, 
and if right, at once begins to chase 
him around the outside of the circle. 
Each of the circle players must be 
very alert to recognize himself in the 
description given by the outside 
player who guessed, and try to reach 
his own place before being tagged. 
Should the runner be tagged before 
returning to his place, he must take 
the part of the questioner, running 
in his turn, around the outside of the 
circle, and asking of some player, 
“Have you seen my sheep?” 


And here is a game you can play 
indoors, in case it is too cold or rainy 
to be outside: 


WHAT IS MY THOUGHT LIKE 


Some person decides upon a 
“thought”—a person or object, with- 
out telling what it is. He then asks 
of each in turn, “What is my thought 
like?’ Each one must answer some- 
thing. or pay a forfeit. The answers 
may absurd, such as, “Your 
thought is like an umbrella,” “like 
Napoleon,” and so on. When he has 
been around the circle, the questioner 
then tells of what he was thinking. 
He then says, supposing that his 
thought was of a mirror, “Why is a 
mirror like an umbrella?” Again, the 
persons who cannot answer must pay 
forfeits. The answers this time should 
be, “Because it is easily broken, or 
some real likeness. When these ques- 


tions have been finished, forfeits are 
paid for and the game begins again.
